Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The IDS filed on January 14, 2004 is hereby acknowledged and has been placed of 
record. Please find attached a signed and initialed copy of the PTO 1449.

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 

• Reference number "16a" as appears in Figure 1 is not mentioned in the specification. 

• Reference number "20" as appears twice in Figure 3 is not mentioned in the specification. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the 

specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

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pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification /Drawings 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In paragraph [001 1] of the specification, reference numbers "16" and "17" are used to 
denote the "side-by-side pump cylinders". Then reference number "16" is used again to denote 
the "single trigger lever", and reference number "17" is used again to denote the point at which 
the trigger lever is "hingedly mounted" to the pump body. These descriptions are further 
inconsistent with reference numbers "16" and "17" as shown in Figure 1 of the drawings. 

Appropriate correction to the specification and/or drawings is required. 

Minor Claim Suggestions By Examiner 

7. The following change(s) are recommended to improve clarity of the claims. The claims 
have been examined on the merits including the suggested changes below. 

In claim 1, on line 13, Examiner recommends replacing "mixing chamber" with -mixing 
manifold--, in order to be consistent with the antecedent terminology. 

In claim 9, on line 4, Examiner recommends replacing "fluids", first and second 
occurrences, with —fluid—. 

In claim 9, on line 14, Examiner recommends replacing "sprayer" with -spray-. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art, alone or in combination, did not show or teach a trigger operated pump 

dispenser including the combination of a mixing manifold and a nozzle means having a pair of 
nozzles with discharge orifices in communication with the mixing manifold for the dual 
discharge of the fluids combined in the mixing manifold, as set forth in claims 1 and 6. 

The prior art, alone or in combination, did not show or teach a trigger operated pump 
dispenser including the combination of a manifold for combining separately supplied first and 
second fluids into a combined mixture and a nozzle on the manifold having a pair of separate 
spin mechanics assemblies through which the mixture is simultaneously discharged as spray, as 
set forth in claim 9. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. US Patents to Proctor, Foster et al., and Smolen, Jr. et al., are cited as of interest.
